ing hogs rapidly and economically by 
the use of self feeders. 
Shoats weighing 121.0 pounds at the 
beginning of a sixty-day feeding period 
gained 1.79 pounds 
a 
head 
daily 
weighing 228.9 pounds at the close of 
the feeding trial. 
During this time 
they were supplied corn, shorts and 
tankage, 
each 
of 
these feeds being 
placed in a separate self feeder and 
the shoats allowed to eat as much of 
each as they wished. 
When so fed

Columbia, Mo., Nov. 24.—Wiih 
coming of November, 
the 
grass 
short and pasture season is about over 
in most parts of Missouri. 
As the 
pastures get short before the winter 
feeding period comes on a great many 
cow3 are allowed to suffer severely 
from lack of food. 
As a result they 
go down rapidly in their milk flow. 
This is in most cases due to the fact 
that the farmer who is busy with other 
fall work dors not realize that the 
cows are short on teed and conse­ 
quently does not begin to feed as soon 
as he should. 
It is a serious mistake 
to let th*' cow go without proper feed 
and care at this season. 
Under the average farm conditions 
in Missouri, the cow freshens in the 
spring, give a good flow of milk while 
the pastures are good, but when the 
pastures have begun to dry up and no 
additional food is given them they at 
once drop off in their milk flow' from 
one-half to two-thirds, and by the win­ 
ter season the cows are almost dry. 
It is almost impossible to restore the 
milk flow to anything like the origi­ 
nal amount after it is once allowed to 
run down from the lack of iood. 
To 
make* a large return from a cow a 
large yearly production must be had, 
and to do this a flow of the milk must 
be kept up ten or eleven months out 
of the year.

ft **d, and one in reach ot every farm­ 
er to supplement shortage of pasture 
with, is corn, but this only applies 
when the shortage comes early 
the corn is yet green and immature.*! culture 
But as 
the 
season 
advances 
corn 
silage, if it is to be had, is an ex­ 
cellent supplement, but if this is not 
available, the cow’ should have an al­ 
lowance of hay* and be given a little 
grain at each milking. 
Although the winters are not so 
long or so severe in Missouri, it will 
pay to have a good barn for the dairy 
cow. 
The dairy cow more than any; 
Miter farm animal will give good re- j 
turn for good shelter. Unlike the fat: 
steer, she is not protected by the I 
thick layer of fat and leeks the cold j 
keenly. 
It often happens that tlie j 
irst cold autumn rains or first win­ 
ter days are found to do the cattle, 
more harm than the colder weather! 
;hat comes later because the average j 
fanner does not think k necessary to J 
give her any shelter until real win­ 
ter is at hand 
It is much cheaper to 
keep tbe cow warm by putting her in 
i barn than to feed her extra corn I 
"or the same purpose.
